OBJECTS,  METHODS,  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 


1.  Objects  — The  prevention  of  Consumption  and  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis. 

Membership. — The  Branch  Membership  shall  consist  of  Life 
Members,  who  shall  subscribe  a donation  of  not  less  than  £5  5s.; 
Honorary  Members,  who  shall  subscribe  annually  a sum  of  not 
less  than  £1  Is. ; ancl  Ordinary  Members,  who  shall  subscribe 
annually  a sum  of  not  less  than  5s. 

3.  Methods. — I.  The  education  of  public  opinion  in  regard  to  the 
nature  of  Consumption  and  the  encouragement  of  individual 
effort  to  prevent  its  spread  by  means  of 

(«)  The  collection  and  distribution  of  information  as  to  the 
modes  of  diffusion  of  Tuberculosis  and  measures  of 
prevention. 

(b)  The  circulation  of  pamphlets  and  leaflets  setting  forth  in 

plain  language  the  results  of  scientific  investigation  on 
the  foregoing  points. 

(c)  Public  Lectures  by  men  approved  by  the  Council  ; 

Addresses  at  Congresses  and  other  public  gatherings.

(/)  Periodical  Congresses  and  the  issue  of  an  Annual 
Keport. 

iff)  The  promotion  of  the  establishment  of  Institutions  for 
the  treatment  of  Tuberculous  patients. 

II.  The  influencing  of  Parliament,  County  Councils,  Parish  Councils, 

Chambers  of  Agriculture,  and  other  Public  Authorities  on 

matters  relating  to  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis.

COUNCIL’S  EEPOET  to  the  Second  General  Meeting 
to  be  held  on  Wednesday,  6th  May,  1903,  at  Three 
o’clock. 

The  Council  of  the  above  branch  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
for  the  consideration  and  approval  of  the  members  their 
Second  Annual  Eeport  on  the  procedure  adopted  for  the 
year  preceding  31st  March  last. 

With  the  objects  of  the  Association  fully  explained  in  the 
Eeport  for  last  year,  it  would  seem  unnecessary  to  do  more 
on  the  present  occasion  than  remind  the  members  that 
these  consist  ol  the  prevention  of  consumption  (now  re- 
cognised as  a contagious  and  curable  disease  rather  than 
a hereditary  and  incurable  one)  by  means  of  the  educa- 
tion of  the  public  regarding  its  prevalence,  nature,  and 
diffusion ; and  the  provision  of  suitable  treatment  for  those 
who  sutler  from  it.  The  Council  have  been  earnestly  engaged 
during  the  past  year  in  prosecuting  efforts  for  the  attainment 
of  such  desirable  results  by  the  adoption,  among  others,  of  the 
following  methods  : 

Distribution  of  Pamphlets. — In  view  of  the  special  prevalence 
of  consumption  in  the  localities  in  which  small  houses  abound 
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throughout  the  city,  the  Council  have  been  directing  their 
first  efforts  towards  reaching  those  who  occupy  them,  viz.  the 
poor,  the  labouring,  and  working  classes,  to  instruct  them  in 
the  nature  and  means  to  be  used  for  the  prevention  of  con- 
sumption. In  doing  so  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the 
various  religious  and  benevolent  organisations  operating  in 
these  districts  were  invited  to  assist  in  the  distribution  of 
pamphlets,  and  from  the  list  appended  to  this  Report  it  will 
be  seen  how  very  gratifying  has  been  the  response.  The 
pamphlets  distributed  so  far  have  been  restricted  to  the  two 
leading  ones  prepared  and  issued  by  the  National  Association, 
entitled,  “How  to  Prevent  Consumption,”  and  “Fresh  Air 
and  Ventilation,”  and  which  are  regarded  by  all  who  read 
them  as  exceedingly  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

Public  Meeting. — Following  on  the  procedure  of  last  year,  and 
with  the  view  of  creating  further  public  interest  in  the  objects 
of  the  branch,  a large  Public  Meeting  was  held  under  its 
auspices  in  the  City  Hall  on  Thursday  evening,  the  6th 
November  last.  The  meeting  was  presided  over  and  addressed 
by  Lord  Inverclyde,  while  interesting  and  instructive  addresses 
were  also  delivered  by  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell, 
Bart.,  M.P.,  F.R.S.,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Council  of  the 
National  Association,  London,  and  Professor  T.  Clifford  Allbutt, 
M.D.,  F.R.S.,  of  Cambridge  University.  The  Hon.  the  Lord 
Provost  (John  Ure  Primrose)  and  Professor  Sir  Hector  C. 
Cameron  of  Glasgow  University,  having  also  expressed  their 
great  interest  in  the  success  of  the  branch,  and  proposed  the 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  speakers,  a very  successful 
meeting  was  brought  to  a close.  The  Council  desire  to  record 
their  appreciation  of  the  service  rendered  by  Lord  Inverclyde, 
the  Right  Hon.  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell,  Bart.,  Professor  T. 
Clifford  Allbutt,  and  the  other  speakers  for  their  valuable 
assistance  on  the  occasion. 

District  Public  Meetings. — At  the  close  of  last  year  the 
Council  were  in  course  of  negotiating  public  meetings  in  the 
various  congested  districts  of  the  city  in  the  hope  that  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  objects  of  the  Association  might 
thereby  be  diffused.  They  record  with  great  satisfaction  that 
their  appeal  to  the  various  religious  organisations  for 
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•co  operation  and  assistance  in  the  arrangement  and  conduct 
of_  such  meetings  was  most  cordially  and  sympathetically  re- 
ceived, and  that  thereby  the  Council  were  enabled  to  arrange 
tor,  and  hold  during  the  past  winter,  public  meetings  in  each 
ot  the  following  districts,  viz.  Cowcaddens,  in  the  Grove  Street 
Mission  Institute;  North  Woodside,  in  the  Queen’s  Cross  U.F. 
Church ; Bridgeton,  in  the  Victoria  Hall  of  the  Foundry  Boys’ 
Society ; and  in  Govan,  in  the  Broomloan  Church  Hall, 
Broomloan  Road.  The  meetings,  which  were  preceded  by  a 
special  distribution  in  the  respective  districts  of  the  pamphlets 
lefened  to,  kindly  undertaken  by  the  various  clergymen  in 
that  neighbourhood,  were  well  attended,  while  the  addresses, 
which  were  exceedingly  interesting  and  instructive,  were  made 
additionally  attractive  by  means  of  limelight  illustrations. 
Special  addresses  were  also  delivered  at  the  request  of  Mrs. 
Robei  tson,  President  of  the  Home  Improvement  Scheme, 
Gainethill  Schools,  as  also  the  St.  George  Co-operative  Society. 
In  acknowledging  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  the 
seveial  gentlemen  who  kindly  undertook  the  Lectures  and 
Addresses  at  these  meetings,  viz.  Professor  Glaister  and  Drs. 
A.  K.  Chalmers,  Charles  Workman,  and  James  Erskine,  the 
Council  would  also  desire  to  record  their  indebtedness  to  the 
l.I.  congregation  of  Queen’s  Cross,  the  congregation  of  Govan 
I arish,  and  the  office-bearers  of  the  Victoria  Hall  branch  of 
the  Foundry  Boys’  Society  for  the  free  use  of  halls  for  the 
Lectures  in  these  districts,  as  also  to  the  chairmen  and  others, 
who  by  their  services  contributed  to  the  success  of  these  meet- 
ings. Being  satisfied  of  the  great  educative  influence  which 
such  meetings  serve,  the  Council  hope  to  continue  and  extend 
them  in  other  districts  in  the  coming  winter,  and  to  receive  a 
continuance  ot  the  hearty  co-operation  before  referred  to. 
They  will  also  be  glad  to  arrange  for  speakers  with  special 
knowledge  ot  the  subject  of  the  prevention  of  Consumption 
being  supplied  to  any  organisation  arranging  a course  of  Lectures, 
<>r  desiring  a special  lecture  on  the  subject 
^ Abatement  of  Spitting.  — Considering  that  the  spread  of 
Consumption  is  so  materially  contributed  to  by  the  habit  of 
spitting,  particularly  in  public  places  and  conveyances,  the 
Council  have  also  had  under  consideration  what  means  mierht 
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be  taken  to  awaken  public  feeling  to  the  danger  involved,  and, 
if  possible,  to  assist  in  the  abatement,  of  the  practice.  Having 
opened  up  communication  with  the  Railway  Companies  in 
Scotland,  and  directed  attention  to  the  matter,  the  Council  have 
pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  Directors  were  found  to  be  in 
practical  sympathy,  with  the  effort,  but  that  while  they  were 
willing  and  undertook  to  exhibit  the  placards  of  the  Association 
upon  the  platforms  and  in  the  waiting  rooms  of  the  principal 
stations  prohibiting  spitting,  they  were  meantime  unable  to  sanc- 
tion the  exhibition  of  them  in  the  railway  carriages.  The  subject, 
however,  is  stdl  under  consideration  by  the  Railway  Companies’ 
Association  in  London,  which  it  is  hoped  may  result  in  united 
action  being  taken  to  apply  for  compulsory  powers,  if  necessary, 
to  enforce  its  suppression.  The  Council  are  gratified  to  be 
able  to  Report  that  the  Bye-laws  regulating  the  conduct  of 
the  Glasgow  Corporation  Cars  render  spitting  in  or  upon  the 
Cars  a police  offence,  and  that  arising  out  of  correspondence 
with  the  General  Manager  directing  his  attention  to  the  frequent 
breach  of  these,  instructions  were  forthwith  renewed  to  the 
inspectors  and  conductors  to  warn  offenders,  and  if  and 
when  necessary  to  charge  them  with  infringement  of  the  Bye- 
laws, and  which  resulted  in  some  prosecutions  having  followed. 

Treatment. — As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report  the  Council, 
in  considering  what  should  be  done  for  the  relief  of  those 
suffering  from  consumption,  resolved,  in  the  first  place,  to 
endeavour  to  co-operate  with  those  Institutions  which  were 
already  established  and  making  provision  for  them.  The  Council 
therefore  submitted  certain  suggestions  to  the  Managers  of  the 
Glasgow  Infirmaries  on  the  propriety  of  isolating  phthisical  from 
the  general  patients  of  the  hospital,  and,  if  possible,  supplying 
provision  by  the  erection  of  special  wards  not  only  for  their 
treatment,  but  to  include  all  classes  of  such  cases.  Suggestions 
were  also  submitted  for  the  improved  treatment  of  consumptive 
patients  visiting  at  the  Infirmary  Dispensaries  by  means  of  a 
specially  qualified  Physician  and  Staff  of  Nurses  to  visit  these 
patients  at  their  homes,  which  were  carefully  considered  by  a 
Joint-Committee  of  the  three  Infirmaries.  The  Council  having 
learned  with  regret  that  in  the  present  circumstances  the  Infirmaries 
could  not  see  their  way  to  entertain  any  of  the  foregoing  proposals,

on  reconsideration  of  the  latter  question  they  remitted  to  a Sub- 
Committee  to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  Branch 
towards  the  establishing  of  a special  Dispensary  and  staff  for  the 
advice  and  treatment  of  phthisical  patients. 

Sanatorium. — The  selection  of  a suitable  site  for  a Sanatorium 
in  connection  with  the  Branch  has  occupied  much  of  the  time 
and  attention  of  the  Council  during  the  past  year  owing  to  the 
difficulties  experienced  in  finding  one  embodying  the  various 
requirements  of  suitable  situation,  elevation,  soil,  water, 
drainage,  and  reasonable  price.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  they 
have  formally  to  record  that  they  have  now  acquired  the 
small  estate  of  Bellelield,  near  Lanark,  consisting  of  27  acres  or 
thereby,  for  that  purpose.  As  full  information  regarding  it  was 
afforded  to  the  Members  by  the  Circular  issued  in  connection  with 
the  public  meeting  of  citizens  recently  held  to  establish  a 
fund  lor  the  purchase  of  a site  and  equipment  of  the  Sanatorium, 
it  is  unnecessary  again  to  include  them  herein.  The  Council  are 
meantime  in  course  of  considering  plans  for  the  erection  of 
pavilions  and  reconstruction  of  the  mansion  house,  which,  when 
•completed,  will  provide  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  60 
patients,  and  while  they  would  desire,  in  view  of  the  clamant 
need,  to  proceed  with  the  execution  of  the  work  with  all 
despatch,  that  will  require  to  be  regulated  by  the  response 
made  to  the  appeal  for  funds  for  that  purpose. 

Membership. — The  Council  have  pleasure  in  annexing  a list 
of  the  Members  of  the  Branch  as  at  the  close  of  the  year,  con- 
sisting ol  137  Life  Members,  226  Honorary  Members,  and  259 
Ordinary  Members,  and  making  a total  of  622,  and  an  increase 
over  the  preceding  year  of  166  While  they  consider  the  result 
gratifying,  the  Council  would  remind  members  that  it  is  by  these 
subscriptions  alone  that  meantime  funds  are  provided  for  con- 
tinuing and  extending  the  work  of  the  Branch,  and  in  prospect 
of  the  expenditure  being  increased  in  the  near  future  in  so 
•doing,  the  Council  would  urge  upon  members  to  continue  their 
interest  in  the  Branch  by  endeavouring  to  add  to  its  member- 
ship from  among  their  relatives  and  friends.  The  Council  have 
also  pleasure  in  annexing  an  Abstract  Statement  of  the 
Honorary  Treasurer’s  Accounts  and  Intromissions  for  the  period 
ending  31st  March  last. 


Iii  referring  to  the  Fund  for  the  Sanatorium  instituted  at  the 
public  meeting  of  citizens  kindly  convened  by  the  Hon.  the 
Lord  Provost,  and  held  in  the  City  Chambers  in  January  last, 
the  Council  regret  being  unable  to  report  greater  progress  mean- 
time, owing  to  the  other  numerous  public  appeals  at  present 
being  made  on  behalf  of  older  established  institutions.  The 
Council  have  every  confidence,  however,  that  sufficient  subscrip- 
tions will  be  received  in  due  time  to  enable  them  to  erect  and 
equip  the  Sanatorium  before  referred  to,  so  that  a beginning 
may  be  made  with  the  treatment  of  Male  Consumptives  at 
Lanark.  The  Council  gratefully  acknowledge  having  received 
promised  contributions  to  date  amounting  to  over  £3600  ; and  also 
desire  to  record  that  through  the  great  kindness  of  Lady 
Maxwell  of  Calderwood  they  have,  during  the  past  year,  had  gifted 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Branch  certain  ground,  extending  to  four 
acres  or  thereby,  as  also  three  cottages,  all  situated  in  the  village 
of  Maxwelltown,  near  East  Kilbride,  and  that  pending  its  being 
utilised — as  it  is  thought  it  may  be — as  an  adjunct  of  the 
Sanatorium,  the  rental  thereof,  amounting  to  £*28  per  annum, 
may  be  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  Branch. 

In  connection  with  the  appointment  of  Office-Bearers  falling 
to  be  made  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  the  Council  desire  to 
recommend  the  re-election  of  the  following,  viz.  : Honorary 
President , His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  K.T. ; Honorary  Vice- 
Presidents  (as  per  the  preceding  list);  President,  the  Hon.  the 
Lord  Provost  (John  Ure  Primrose;  : Honorary  Treasurer,  Kobert 
Gourlay,  Esq.,  LL.D.,  Bank  of  Scotland,  Glasgow ; Honorary 
Secretaries,  Ex-Bailie  John  King  and  Walter  K.  Hunter, 
M.D.,  D.Sc. 

In  terms  of  the  Constitution,  five  senior  Members  of  Council 
fall  to  retire  annually,  but  as  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the 
-whole  Council  retired  and  were  unanimously  re-elected,  and  that 
it  was  then  remitted  to  the  Council  to  arrange  the  rotation  in 
which  the  members  should  retire  in  future,  a ballot  has  been 
taken,  with  the  result  that  the  following  members  fall  to  retire 
at  this  time,  viz.  : Councillor  James  Steele,  James  Brand, 
Esq. ; Professor  H.  E.  Clark,  Dr.  Alexander  Robertson,  and 
Thomas  M‘Arly,  Esq.,  all  of  whom  are  eligible  for  re-election. 
While  the  Council  record  with  regret  the  loss,  during  the  past 
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year,  of  the  services  of  Messrs.  Hugh  Brown,  J.  I).  Hedder- 
wick,  and  Dr.  Peter  Paterson,  through  their  retiral,  on  account 
of  the  pressure  of  other  public  services,  they  are  pleased  to 
intimate  that  their  places  were  undertaken  by  Sir  Samuel 
Chisholm,  Bart.,  LL.D.,  J.  Robertson  Blackie,  Esq.,  and  Dr. 
Donald  J.  Mackintosh  respectively.  In  view  of  their  interim 
appointment,  these  three  gentlemen  also  fall  to  retire  at  this 
time,  but  are  also  eligible  for  re  election. 

In  closing  the  Report,  the  Council  have  pleasure  in  acknow- 
ledging the  services  of  the  National  Association  in  London, 
which  has  supplied,  free  of  charge  to  each  member  of  the 
Branch,  the  Quarterly  Magazine  on  Tuberculosis,  and  otherwise 
willingly  placed  its  services  at  the  disposal  of  the  Branch,  as 
also  of  the  Glasgow  Press,  for  their  cordial  co-operation  in 
publishing,  from  time  to  time,  the  proceedings  and  reports  of 
the  Branch.
